Exhibit of Carpet and Embroidery Made by Orphanage,
Which Needs $150,000 for Buildings and Inereased
Facilities—Americanization Plans for the Elders

HIS s NMuthenian Day at tha Philadel-
phia Today and Tomorfow Clvie Expo-
stion, Ih the Commercinl Miusaum, 34th and

Hpruce strosta At 8:16 o'vlock tonight
there will ba n grand eoncert by the Ru-
thenlan Catholle Chureh cholr, B16 North
Franklin street, In the Expoaition bullding,
The membern of the oholr will bo attired
In the costumen of tha peopla of thelr na-
tive country, Oullela, n provines of Austria,
where much of the Buropean flghting has
been staged. =

One of the features of the day will be
the exhibit of 8t. Busll's Orphanage, which
Ia one of tha largest institutions repre-
#ented ut the exhibition., The exhibit Ine
cludes carpets, mattings and other house-
hold articles made and ambroldered by the
orphans at thelr own establishment, 832
North Tth streat.

At the Institution there are 130 ehildren
made orphans by the death of parents em-
ployed In minena, factoriea and other dan-
gerous and unhenlthy places. ‘The English
Inngunge nnd useful trades are belng
trught moat of them, although somoe of the
older ones are attending the city high
nehools,

Originally tillers of the soll, the Ruthen-
Inns—nnd there e neatly 1,000,000 of them
In the United Sintes—when they eame to
thia ecountry found employment chiefly In
mines, steel, woolen and silk mills through-
out the natlon. The mortality among them
wias high and a large percentage of thelr
children wers laft without parents, or at
least a4 father, Now §160,000 is roequired
for bulldings and Increased facllities at the
Philadelphia orphanage. The HRuthenlan
people themselves, out of thelr small enrn-
ings, have glven $48,000 toward bulldings
and oquipment, besldes $15,000 a year for
running expenses and $40,000 recently for
the war sufferers,

The Ruthenlan In Amerlea remainis loyal
In heart to the land of his birth, but every
eftort 14 belng made to Amerlcanize him,
Rutheénlans are organized Into patrictio
olubs, but they have dropped entirely the
word "Ruthenlan" from the names of the
bodiea; ‘They oall themsolvea Wimply *“The
American Cltizans' Assoclution,” not the
“Ruthenlan-American  Apsoclation.” Four
thousand men are snrolled in such clubs In
Americh
